certain things may go together, wnile oth- 
ers must bo barred from the- association. 
Etchings, photographs, drawings, some en- 
graviegs, water colors, pastels, may he 
assembled on friendly terms. Even then, 
however, there must be judgment exerciser! 
in the way they are placed. Contrary to 
the natural inclination, dark, heavily shad; 
ed pictures should not always bang iu the 
strongest light, but should in some cases 
sfek a sheltered position, away from the 
glare of the windows. Near '.he light may 
bang the pictui-es in fainter tints, the sub 
dued water colors, the line, engravings, 
whose best points need illumination. This 
orjer may sometimes be reversed when the 
corner furthest from tho window shows a 
decided need of brightening by light pic 
tures, but always the gradation ot tints 
should be borne iu mind. Just as in a well 
planned room the darkestcolor is found in 
the carpet, and melts from that tlirougl 
the shades ol the curtains and furniture to 
the lightest nuance on llio wall, so the 
lower pictures should bo more sombre r 
line than the upper, and should lead the 
eve unconsciously from the deepest tone tc 
the highest light. — [Harper's Ba'/ar.

in the city with the necessary hooks and 
cards, so that they may be ready on tbe 
first of April for the registration of let- 
ters ouly.The PostoIIioe Department has 
issued cards regardins! the new system, 
which read in part as follows: 


In giving to residents of cities the ad- 


vantage of having their letters 
regis- 


tered at their own door, the provisions of 
the "eight hour law," as applied to car- 
riers, ninkfi it necessary for the depart- 
ment 
to exact', certain 
requirements, 


which, though easy of fulfillment, are, 
nevertheless, imperative. 


Only letters can be registered; and they 


must be ready in every respect wheu the 
carrier calls, for he is forbidden, on pain 
of dismissal, to wait even a fraction of 
a minute longer than is necessary to 
write the receipt. 


Every letter must be inclosed in an en-

Not very long ago a gentleman 
came from Boston aud told :i nunilier 
of influential members of congress that 
It was a pity the government did not 
open negotiations for Santo Domingo, 
•which he described as the very (lower 
o£ the West Indies, standing at the 
gate of the proposed Nicaragua canal 
and having a climate and productions 
uneqxialed, with magnificent harbors, 
where great defenses could be built 
and the United States be enabled to 
control the gul£ oC Mexico. 
By the 


payment of a certain Indebtedness aud

acquisition could be made. I think the 
Danes want about $5,000,000 for their 
islands. It would cost more thuu this 
to take iu Santo Domingo. Both'might 
be called rare bargains. Probably they 
are, but It seems quite evident that the 
United States is not in the market for 
any more tropical Islands. Of course 
there does nol.-se.em to be the slightest 
intention of letting go of any we have, 
but it is evident that we do not want 
any 'more until it -is demonstrated that 
we can make a success in governing 
those we have.

PHOTOGRAPHS IN RELIEF. 


A valuable process for converting a pho- 


tographic film into a photo-plastic relief, 
which rna-y be used for moulding glass and 
many other purposes, bas resulted from an 
accidental discovery by M. Sekutowicz. 
To reinforce a negative film, it was placed 
iu a solution of mercury bi-chloride, when 
a surface ol more than usual relict was 
produced. Seek'ng'the cause, the experi- 
menter found that- a mistake in weighing 
nad given a solution of .gieat, strength, 
ttnd/nriher trial proved -tnat the degree 
nf relief could be varied according to.the 
couccntratlon of thu bath. To utilize tho 
discovery, a plaster impression was at 
unco made. Tlie wet film was placed upon 
the moistened, pHno surface of .a bloc-K of 
fine plaster, and in a fewminutes was Orm- 
iv feed to this support, the side in reiier 
being ur-p a-tnost. A layer of plaster flowed 
liver ibis gave a reproduction that served 
for nmkioir copper moulds-by tho usual 
iralvanoplastic treatment.
